he Jute Packaging Materials (Compulsory Use in Packing Commodities) Act, 1987 (10 of 1987), the Central 
lereby directs that the commodities specified in column (2) of the Schedule below, shall be packed in jute

Schedule with effect from the date of publication of this notification in the Official Gazette for the Jute year 
tto 30th June, 2006.
